Through dark streets, while drizzling 
rain was falling, fearing every Moment an 
attack by highwaymen, Miss Mary E. Me- 
Coy, a trained nurse, walked all thé way 
from Union and Delmar boulevards to the 
City Hospital, where she arrived at 6:4 
o'clock Tuesday evening. On her way she 
asked several policemen where she could 
find a shelter for nigttt, but none told 
her. 

Miss McCoy told Dr. Nietert, superintend- 
ent of the City Hospital, that she had be- 
come involved in a dispute t wages 
with her employer. She says is enti- 
tled to $80, but she was unable to collect 
even enough to pay oar fare downtown. 

The argument about her pay was vehe- 
ment, and she left her employer's residence 
in response to an unequivocal intimation 
that she was no longer welcome. 

She went to several other residences in 
the neighborhood, trying to obtain even 
temporary employment, but was unsuccess- 
ful. 

Policemen Knew 
of No Shelter. 

Then she noticed that # was almost dark, 
and she set out on her long walk. At times 
she passed rough men and crowds of in- 
toxicated persons. 

After being frightened at siding sO many 
vicious appearing persons, she appealed to 
a policeman. She wanted shelter for the 
night, she said, and would pay for it in the 
morning. 

Surely there must be some place in the 
big citY of St. Louis, she thought, where 
an unprotected young woman temporarily 
stranded could obtain permission to stay. 
But the policeman did not know of any. 

The next policeman knew no more than 
the first one. They did not even offer to 
take her to the police station. She went 
on her weary way, and when she arrived 
at the City Hospital, four miles from her 
starting place, she almost collapsed from 
exhaustion and fright. 

Dr. Nietert admitted her. Wédnesday 
morning he told her she could stay longer, 
but she was independent and said she would 
consult an attorney about collecting her 
wages,

Passengers in both 
cars were hurled over seats to the floors 
with great violence. All sustained bruises, 
and two were severely injured. They were 
taken to Clayton.

FROM THE GULF TO THE LAKES. 


The complaint against the Chicago drainage canal is that the 
conditions specified in the contracts and under the terms defined 
by the war department have not been obtained. The water 
passing into the canal is not sufficient to purify the sewage. 

Either the canal must be closed or the conditions improved. 
It Is hardly possible that Chicago will consent to abandon so 
costly a work, so that the alternative is a better canal. 

The common sense solution of the difficulty would be to enlarge 
the canal and turn it into a navigable waterway. With the im- 
provement of the Illinofs and Mississippi rivers the Mississippl 
valley would have navigation from the gulf to the lakes. 

The value of such a waterway to the people of the valley, 
especially in view of the butleing of the isthmian canal, would 
be inestimable. 

St. Louls and Chicago together can unite the Mississippi valley 
on the proposal to make a navigable waterway from New Or- 
leans to Chicago. It would be an enormous gain to both cities 
and to the entire Central West.
